the Dominions thereof, and the Acceflarics of 
and to the ſame. ſhall bee from hentefooꝛth enquired 
of, heard and determined befoze his Mateſttes Ju- 
fices of Aſſiſe, oꝛ his Commiſſioners of Oper and 
Terminer, 02 Gaole delinery being naturall bozne 
Dubiects within this Realme of England, and none 
other, by good andlawfuil men of the Counties of 

Cumberland, Nozthumberland , Weſtmerland, 02

md foꝛme to all intents and purpoſes (the alteratt- 
ins hereafter in this Act expꝛeſſed, only excepted) as 
fſuch offences had beene done and committed with- 
intheſame Shire, where they ſhaltbee ſo enquired 
of heard and determined as is afozeſaid.

ces as atoꝛeſaid, as the taſe ſhall require. 
And bee it further enacted by the authoꝛity afoze- 
ſatd, That euery Commander, Pꝛocurer, Counlel⸗ 
ler, Abbetter, Comfoꝛter, Netemer, 02 other actel⸗ 
ſarie ot oꝛ to anpthe Offenders o20ffences afozeſaid 
ſo tommitted in Scotland, as afoꝛeſaid, offending 
withinthe Kealmes of England o2 Scotland, ſhall 
be pꝛoduted, withall Indicted, tryed, iudged, and er 
etuted without delap notwithſtanding the pine 
pals, ozany of them bee not connicted, oꝛ attainted 
Aud that no ſuch offender either acceſſaric oz pu 
cipallfhall be allowed the benefit of His Clergie, no! 
avinitred to his'peremptozie challenge of aboue 
_thonninber of fire, And that euery Jadictmentof 
aup ot the offences afoꝛeſapyd ſo coinmitted as atoze- 
ſaid; ſhall be adindged ol as good foꝛte in Law, not 
wirhftauding the woꝛdes (Contra pacem, Coronam & 
dignitatdir noſttas) he omitted, as if the ſaid woꝛds had 
beene therein conteined.
